ROCK 250 FT. ABOVE 
SURFACE OF OCEAN

MANILA, March 19 (AP)—An 
undersea volcano, coming to life 
after a 92-year sleep, pushed a 
moving mass of volcanic rock 250 
feet above the surface of the Pa- 
cific ocean today 315 miles north 
of Manila. 

The turbulent pile of rocks en- 
compassed an area of at least 
five acres. For 15 acres around 
it the ocean boiled and bubbled 
like a witch’s brew. A 10,000-foot 
column of smoke and steam arose. 

Huge black boulders, some of 
them five stories high, were tum- 
bled about. Off to one side of 
the growing, crater-shaped is- 
land, ‘a needle-pointed black rock 
stuck up starkly. 

The new island is appearing at 
almost the identical spot where 
almost a century ago an under- 
sea eruption created Didicas rocks 
and pushed them 700 feet above 
the surface. That eruption lasted 
four years.

SEOUL, March 19 (AP)—Out- 
numbered American Sabre pilots 
damaged two Red MIG-15s today 
in a jet battle fought above the 
clouds of northwest Korea. 


Eighteen Sabres fought 36 
MiGs in a 15-minute afternoon 
battle that ranged from 7 to 232 
miles above the ground. 

Shooting Star jet pilots report- 
ed they started landslides with 
their 1000 pound bombs, burying 
large sections of “Red railway 
tracks under tons of dirt. 


Rainstorms grounded the 
planes during the morning and 
soaked the quiet battlefront.

School Fund Dispute Only 
Major Bar — Quinn 
Road Board Bill Passed 
by Senate, Rushed to 
House Committee.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 19— 
The Sixty-sixth General Assem- 
bly, which h4s been in and out of 
session since Jan. 2, 1951, is 
showing signs of getting ready to 
adjourn for good before the end 
of the week. 

The usual fussy activity which 
characterizes the closing days of a 


long session is now in evidence as | 


short-tempered legislators com- 
pete vigorously with one another 
to get their pet bills called up for 
passage. 

Controversial measures long un- 
der study are being acted on with 
little or no deliberation. Spon- 
sors are taking short cuts and 
agreeing to any amendments that 
are necessary to prevent their 
bills from being trapped in the 
last-minute log jam. 

The Senate which plans to quit 
work tomorrow, adopted a resolu- 
tion calling for sine die adjourn- 
ment’ of the Legislature on April 
25. Series of technical sessions 
would be held in the interval to 
complete the clerical work on bills 
passed so they can be sent to the 
Governor for signature. 

The sine die adjournment reso- 
lution, however, must also 
passed by the House. Whether all 
legislative work comes to a close 
this week depends on the fate of 
the pending omnibus appropria- 
tions bill, carrying about $22,500,- 
000 in special state allotments. 

School Fund Dispute. 

The stumbling block is the sup- 
plemental allotment for public 
schools. The House voted to give 
the schools $14,000,000, in addi- 
tion to the regular allotment of 
one-third of all state. general 
revenues. It is estimated this lat- 
ter share would total $90,000,000 
for the 1951-53 biennium. 

The Senate cut the supplemen- 
tary fund to $5,000,000 and the 
joint conference committee first 
recommended that the Senate 
figure be accepted. But the House 
refused: and sent the measure 
back to conference for more 
money. 

The House today rejected a sec- 
ond conference committee report 
on the omnibus bill within an 
hour of the time the report was 
submitted. The vote was 133 to 0. 

House members voiced strong 
opposition to the supplemental 
appropriation recommended for 
the schools, $7,000,000 instead of 
the original conference commit- 
tee recommendation of $5,000,000. 

Proposes New Group. 

Representative Fred Ray Co- 
lumbo (Dem.), St. Louis, chair- 
man of the House Appropriations 
Committee and head of the House 
conferees, asked that the confer- 
ence committee members be re- 
lieved of further duty and a new 
group appointed. 

He said the addiitonal $2,000,- 
000 which the conferees’ second 
report gave the schools should 
bring the total school funds to 
about $97,300,000, close to the 
$98,000,000 demanded by the Mis- 
souri Teachers’ Association. 

Columbo said revised estimates 
of the state’s general revenue for 
the biennium indicate the schools 
will receive much more out of 
their one-third allotment than 
previously had been expected. — 

Some legislators say the House, 
which has been bombarded with 
messages by the school lobby, will 
not accept less than $10,000,000 
additional for the schools. If the 
controversy is not settled quickly 
the legislative session may drag 
on another week. 

The Conference Committee also 
increased additional appropria- 
tions for state hospitals by $1,- 
012,000 to permit salary increases 
for personnel in the first, second 
and third steps under the state’s 
classification plan. 

Senate action today assured 
that a proposal to raise the bond- 
ed indebtedness limit of Mis- 
souri-.school districts from § to 
10 per cent of their assessed val- 
uations will be submitted to the 
voters in next fall’s general elec- 
tion. It approved a resolution al-

1,225,000,000-BUSHEL 
WHEAT CROP .HELD 
LIKELY THIS YEAR 


WASHINGTON, March 19 (AP) 
—The Agriculture Department re- 
ported today that planting plans 
indicated a possible wheat crop of 
1,225,000,000 bushels and a corn 
crop of 3,200,000,000 bushels this 
year. 

These forecasts are 238,000,000 


bushels of wheat produced last 
year and 258,577,000 bushels more 
than last year’s corn crop of 
2,941,423,000. 

By comparison, wheat averaged 
1,071,310,000 bushels and corn 
2,980,777,000 for the 10-year ay- 
erage. 

Today’s forecasts ‘were based 
on plantings plans as of March 
1 and assumed that the yield per 
acre on the prospective acreages 
would equal the 1941-50 average. 

The Government’s production 
goals for wheat is 1,165,000,000 
bushels and for corn 3,375,000,- 
000 bushels.

2-Year-Old Case Filed 
by St. Louis. .

JEFFERSON CITY, March 19. 
-—A petition filed by the city of 
St. Louis more than two years 
ago, asking the Missouri Public 
Service Commission to-adopt gen- 
eral rules and regulations gov- 
erning operation and service of 
local transit systems, in the state, 
has been set for hearing here on 
April 4. 

The case, dormant on the com- 
mission docket since it was filed 
on Sept. 2, 1949, was revived at 
the request of the city after the 
commission, in a recent order in- 
creasing fares of St. Louis Public 
Service Co., rejected a city re- 
quest that it prescribe minimum 
standards of service. 

The commission order for the 
hearing, also filed, includes in the 
hearing the cities of Kansas City 
and St. Joseph, which intervened 
when the case originally was 
filed. St. Louis Public Service 
Co. and Kansas City Public Serv- 
ice Co. also intervened. 


Effect of Hearing. 

The hearing, because of the 
scope of the city’s original re- 
quest, apparently will reopen the 
entire question of establishment 
by the commission of regulations 
governing mass_ transportation 
service. 

In the fare increase case, the 
commission rejected contentions 
of the city that service of St. 
Louis Public Service Co., was in- 
adequate. It held service now 
furnished was adequate to serve 
the riding demands. 

Based on that finding the com- 
mission ruled there was no need 
at this time for the commission 
to prescribe minimum standards 
of service, as urged by the city. 

The original petition of the city 
filed in 1949 asked the commis- 
sion to make an _ investigation 
and adopt a general set of rules 
and regulations governing the op- 
eration, service and equipment of 
streetcars and busses, as part of 
a local transportation system. 

City’s Suggestions. 

The city suggested such rules 
and regulations should cover 
loading of transit vehicles, over- 
crowding, obstruction of vision 
of operators, safety exits, and 
similar operating matters. 

It was pointed out that the com- 
mission, under the law, had ex- 
clusive jurisdiction of matters of 
service rendered by street rail- 
way systems, and busses operated 
in connection with such systems.

Tornadoes ripped through 
towns 40 miles north and 70 
miles south of St. Louis late yes~ 
terday, damaging buildings, up- 
rooting trees and tearing down 
power and telephone lines. In 
the St. -Louis area, 35-mile-an- 
hour winds accompanied by hail 
caused minor damage. 

A storm centered over north- 
west Missouri . produced high 
winds as far away as Texas and 
Louisiana. The winds whirled 
tornadoes at 
Evansville, Ill., south of St. Louis, 
and Kane, Ill., to the north. 

Twelve homes and an Interna- 
tional Shoe Co. factory were dame 
aged in Evansville. The factory, 
which employs about a fourth of 
the 1200 residents and is the 
main industry there, will be 
closed. indefinitely for repairs. 

The tornado which hit Evans- 
ville at 6:25 followed appearance 
of a gray, funnel-shaped cloud 
near Farmington, Mo., 30 miles to 
the southwest. Winds whipped 
the Farmington area, damaging 
a number of homes and farm 
buildings. 

About 30 minutes earlier, an- 
other tornado struck Kane. More 
than 20 homes were damaged 
there. 

Three persons were reported 
injured, none seriously, in the 
tornado areas. Damage may ex- 
ceed $300,000. 

A low-pressure area centered 
near St. Joseph, Mo., caused 
stormy weather over a large part 
of the country. In Louisiana and 
Texas the disturbance took the 
form of dust storms. Other sec- 
tions had heavy rain. 

The St. Louis Weather Bureau’s 
storm warning service went into 
action at 3:30 p.m. yesterday after 
airplane pilots encountered a line 
of eastward-moving thunder- 
storms near Columbia, Mo. A 
warning of possible high winds 
and thunderstorms was circulated 
by telephone at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field and other airports in the 


area. 

Winds ripped off tree branches 
in St. Charles, where many resi- 
dents hurried home to sit out 
the storm after the airport there 
received the warning. Wentz- 
ville was lashed by a hailstorm. 
Fruit trees were uprooted in the 
northern part of St. Louis county.

It was on this same rather bat- 
tered portable typewriter that 
Vandenberg wrote thousands of 
words of his diary, his letters and 
his major speeches during his 
Senatorial career. Being an old 
newspaper man, he liked to type 
his own stuff rather than dictate. 
He often took advantage of lazy 
Sunday afternoons to write the 
diary and paste clippings in his 
scrap book. The smell of cigar 
smoke and mucilage puns heavily 
over his bedroom desk. 

In speech-writing periods he 
gave his little typewriter a ter- 
rific beating for hours on end. 
Regarding one speech, he wrote 
to a constituent: 

“I should think I rewrote it at 
least a dozen times from start to 
finish before I was satisfied with 
its final form.”

| Derides ‘Gibraltarism.’ 


| “Gibraltarism” is only the ghost 
(of “America-First,” the Governor 
| declares, using a term which for- 
| mer President Hoover has recent- 
‘ly employed. “It is a form of es- 
capism. 

“The audible yearning to es- 
cape from it all, the murmurs 
and cries of disdain for the ‘med- 
dlers,” the ‘globalists’ and the 
‘foreigners, now sometimes heard 
in our midst are strangely fa- 
miliar,”” Stevenson asserts. 

“Are they groans from the 
ghost of America First, still look- 
ing for an unassailable Gibraltar, 
safe from assault by men — or 
ideas?” he asks. 

“I doubt if many Americans 
will be drawn into a renewal of 
that wishful search. I think the 
‘eagle, not the ostrich, will con- 
tinue to be the American em- 
blem.” 

Defends Korea Action. 

Stevenson brands as ‘“‘danger- 
ously misleading’ the charges 
made by isolationists and others 
that the Korean conflict is “Tru- 
man’s war,” that if is “useless” 
that “we stand exactly where we 
stood three years ago” and that 
the United Nations has “let us 
down.” 

“What are we to think of states- 
men who don’t lead, but who 
mislead?” the Governor asks.

The Civil Service Replies 
To' the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In a recent editorial, “500,000 Resig- 
nations,” you allege certain conditions 
in the Civil Service System. It is not 
our intent nor desire to discourage 
criticism. Such criticism is a duty of 
@ free press. 


It is stated “one fourth of all Govern- 
ment employes quit their job every 
» .. year, @ mass exodus of 500,000 persons 

_.from the public service.” Actually, 
during the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1951, 321,437 quit their jobs. 


In our opinion, such a condition ac- 
companies a high level of employment 
and is not one peculiar to the Govern- 
ment. Nevertheless, in order to keep 
turnover to a minimum, we encourage 
federal agencies to conduct exit inter- 
views and from the information ob- 
tained, to take corrective action. 

You state “Civil Service ‘operates 
under rules that have not been changed 
since the commission was created 69 
years ago.” 

It is true that we operate under the 
basic principles of the Civil Service Act 
of 1883, and those principles stand for 
(1) no political influence, (2) open 
competition to all citizens and (3) a 

merit system to test the fitness of com- 
petitors. 

Those principles are just as demo- 
cratic today as they were 69 years ago. 
However, as conditions change that act 
is amended or supplemented. 

The Civil Service Commission itself 
constantly revises the rules and regu- 
— to provide for changing condi- 

ons. 

You state that a task force of the 
Hoover Commission found that many 
federal employes quit their jobs because 
of low pay. That finding of the Hoover 
Commission was made prior to Febru- 
ary 1949, so is not current. 

You state: “. .. there is a lapse of 
five to nine months between 
tions and job offers, and in the interim 
, 40 to 60 per cent of eligible applicants 
' take jobs in private employment.” 

To mention only several improve- 
mehts to reduce the time lag between 
examination. and the establishment of 
lists of eligibles.we have (1) designed 
most written tests so that they can be 
‘machine scored,: (2) decentralized the 
examining function to Boards of Exam- 
iners in most agency installations of 
sufficient size to warrant such pfo- 
cedure and (3) in shortage categories 
where the demand is heavy, placed the 
examination, rating, and certification on 
a continuous basis so that there is vir-

The results in Minnesota's preferential voting 
on nominations for-President must be complete- 
ly without precedent in the history of American 
politics. - 


In. the first place, Gen. Eisenhower's backers 
ran a race for their favorite that is nothing short 
of phenomenal. His name was not even on the 
ballot. Yet with three fourths of the precincts 
accounted for enough voters had written in the 
General on the Republican primary ballot to 
give him a total of 100,000 votes to 112,000 for 
the leading Republican name on the ballot. 

That name printed on the ballot was Harold 
E. Stassen. Mr. Stassen is a former Governor 
of Minnesota, three times elected to the state’s 
highest office. Thus he was expected to carry 
his home state easily. He did run well and 
he far outdistanced the other formal candidate 
printed on the ballot, but his average vote per 
precinct was about 36 votes to some 33 write-ins 


' for Gen. Eisenhower. 


In the same number of precincts, the Republi- 
can voters wrote in the names of Senator Taft of 
Oliio enough times to give him some 21,000 
votes, Gov. Warren of California enough times 
for some 4600 votes and Gen. MacArthur enough 
times to produce 1300 votes. This means that 
the write-in vote was almost as great if not 
greater than the vote for the two candidates 
whose names were printed on the ballot.

That in itself is nothing short of amazing. It 
shows the voters taking the presidential primary 
into their own hands. It demonstrates a mood 
of the voters of Minnesota to express themselves 
ahead of the G.O.P. national convention in July. 
Clearly these voters are out of patience with 
party-bossed nominations. They are going to 


have some say about the choices or know the- 


reason why. 

The results on the Democratic side are less 
remarkable but they also are very interesting. 
Senator Humphrey of Minnesota was the only 
candidate on the ballot. With three fourths of the 
precincts reported he received some 90,000 votes. 


Senator Kefauver of Tennessee was the bene- ' 


ficiary of a write-in campaign which brought him 
more than 18,000 votes. Another name written 
in was that of Harry S. Truman, He received 
about 3000 in the same number of precincts. For 
the President it was another dose of New 
Hampshire medicine. 

Since Senators Humphrey and Kefauver are 
first-termers whe often vote together on issues 
these newcomers together received around 100,- 
000 votes while the head of the Democratic 
party was getting about one-thirtieth as many. 

- * = 

Again the Democratie voters have expressed 
themselves, as did their counterparts in New 
Hampshire, against the lax public morals of the 
Truman Administration and its hangers-on. The 
total vote for Gen. Eisenhower, former Gov. 
Stassen, Gov. Warren and Senators Humphrey 
and Kefauver make it clear that the Minnesota 
voters are not opposed to America’s rightful 
role in world affairs. For all these men are 
opposed to the narrow world outlook of Senator 
Taft. 

Has Gen. Eisenhower now received that “‘clear- 
cut call to political duty” to which he indicated 
last January he might in the end decide to 
respond? When the Minnesota write-in vote 
is added to the New Hampshire victory, the 
popular indorsement begins te assume propor- 
tions which no one, hot even the General’s most 
admiring backers, could havé foreseen with 
certainty. 

The Minnesota result is a personal tribute of 
a high order—one that will increase the tempo 
of the demand that Gen. Eisenhower come home 
from NATO and become’ an avowed candidate.

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Transit Puzzle for Los Angeles 
It may be some consolation, however slight, 
for St. Louisans to learn that Los Angeles faces 
an even more baffling transit sams than the 
St. Louis area. 
Los Angeles is a sprawling collection of urban 
and semi-rural areas which are largely held to- 


‘gether by the automobile. Its transit problem 


is complex because the city has 453 square miles 
and 15 different privately-owned transit systems. 

In recent years auto congestion has hampered 
all traffic movement there as here. Moreover, 
the main transit systems are based on the street- 
car instead of the more mobile and less costly 
bus. The'two predominant transit lines are mak- 


tng little money, and Los Angeles Transit Lines’ 


basic fare is only two rides for a quarter. No- 
body seems satisfied with the service received. 

So the California metropolis, like St. Louis, is 
wondering how to find more funds to provide 
more adequate transportation service. Tax abate- 
ment has been. considered, but the two major 
lines pay the city about $4,400,000 in taxes. The 
city can ill afford such a loss. Mayor Fletcher 
Bowron, who once said nothing could induce 
him to support a move for public ownership, 
now says the circumstances may force the public 
to take over. 

Thus cities of vastly different character are 
being forced to look hard at their transit situa- 
tions. In nearly every one transit operations seem 
to be losing ground, yet no major city thinks it 
can afford to do without mass transportation. In 
a few postwar years transit has become a nation- 
wide problem. 
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With so much deviation all around the place 
these days, it is mighty comforting to find old 
March blowing along just about true to form. 
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Why Such Building Costs? 

One of the principal differences between fed- 
eral public housing officials and the St. Louis 
Housing Authority centers upon construction 
costs. Federal officials say that under the low 
bid received for building the proposed Pruitt 
Homes project here costs would have been $400 
per unit higher than costs of public housing in 


_ New York City. 


This bid has now been rejected and the proj- 
ect readvertised in the hope of getting a lower 
figure. The puzzling thing is, however, that the 
rejected bid does not seem to be out of line by 
comparison with other St. Louis costs. It worked 
out at $11,947 per unit. The John J. Cochran 
project, now under construction, is to cost 
$12,971 per unit. The Carr Square project, built 
in 1941 and 1942, cost $5426 per unit. Offhand, 
it appears that in the last 10 years, public hous- 
ing construction costs here have not risen mar- 
kedly beyond the cost of construction generally. 

Yet if public housing can be built in New York 
at $400 « unit less than it can be built in St. 
Louis,something must be wrong somewhere. 
Does this reflect a generally higher level of con- 
struction costs in St. Louis? And if so, why? 
Surely, building materials do not cost any less 
in New York than they do here. The difference 
must be accounted for, then, by wage rates, by 


the efficiency of labor, or by the rate of con- 
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en’s National Democratic Club in Washington.

which has gripped so many of us Americans, 


and yet it was a telling warning against the pos- 


sible consequences of that mood. 

The mood stems out of the burdens of our 
resistance to totalitarian Communism, he ex- 
plained; and its great danger is that we may lose 
ourselves fighting totalitarianism with -totali- 
tarian devices. 

- Senator Hennings was not .too alarmed about 
the economie burden of the cost of the-defense 
against dictatorship. Most of us realize that in 
defending foreign democracies we are really de- 
fending ourselves. This cost is not unbearable, 
he said, because in spite of high taxes and high 
living costg, our economy is sound. More people 
are “better housed, better ¢lothed, better fed, 
better educated than ever before in our history.” 

But the Missouri Senator was concerned about 


the personal anxieties and tragedies which flow 


out of the sacrifices of the times, “the violent 


words (which) help us to release our pent-up 


grievances and disappointments.” These irrita- 
tions are being exploited in support of a serious 
attack on our liberties. 

Loyalty programs, teachers’ oaths, abusive leg- 
islative investigations, snooping and spying and 
a growing intolerance of unorthodox opinions 
all are supported by an appeal to emotion. These 
denials of democracy have brought the United 


States into a “ridiculous and contradictory posi- . 


tion.” Here is the essence of it: 

While we’re doing a good job of fighting 
for freedom of thought abroad, we're doing 
exactly the opposite at home. .. . We are 
using the Communist technique in reverse 
and, I am forced to admit, using it with tell- 
ing results... . . We are discouraging free- 
dom of thought on every hand, and doing it 
in the name of ‘security.’ . . . Until we lick 
the hysteria that we’ve let loose upon our- 
selves, until we regain some maturity and 
the perspective we had only a few short 
years ago, we are in danger of losing .. . 
all which our nation stands for. 


There can be no denying the truth of this in 
these days when the McCarthys and the McCar; 
rans are powers in the land. Such men, exploit- 
ing fear and emotion, could bring ‘the American 
people to the brink of disaster. Yet it is hard to 
believe that the tragedy will really run its full 
course—not so long as men of courage, men 
like Senator Hennings, speak out 7 basely 
motivated fear-mongering. 

We Americans can be scared like anybody else. 
But we are not so unstable as to believe that the 
escape from danger lies in suicide. Granted that 
the contagion of fear has reached into some 
high places, the epidemic will nonetheless sub- 
side. The great majority of Americans will see 
the danger of the times in :ts true perspective. 
They will be ready to meet it. But in the name 
of security, they will not destroy freedom. They 
will be prudent, yes, but also clear-eyed. 

And they will also be, in the end, ashamed 
of the excesses of the demagogues, ashamed 
that these excesses were. not more speedily 
checked. For this there will be great thanks to 
Senator Hennings and all those men who in try- 
ing times still keep their heads.

Assault on the Business Lunch 

Newbold Morris was a bit abashed when he 
suggested that a Government official could lose 
his soul. by going to lunch with a citizen who 
wants a public contract. That sounded absurd, he 
said, but really was not. We rather think it was. 

It is unnecessary for a government official or 
anybody else to wear a hair shirt or isolate him- 
self in a cell in order to stay honest. That is, of 
course, if he is honest. If he is honest, a lunch 
will not corrupt him, and if a lunch will corrupt 
him he is not honest. — 

Mr. Morris goes on Alexander Pope’s theory, 
which was that vice is a monster of so frightful 
mien, as to be hated needs but to be seen; yet 
seen too oft, familiar with her face, we first 
endure, then pity, then embrace, Mr. Morris 
figures that a business lunch is the first slippery 
step to perdition; that it leads to worse and 
worse corruption, until finally the level of the 
mink coat and the deep freeze is reached. 

That might be true if a lunch is a bribe. But 
it could be a bribe only to the cheap free-rider 
who has his hand out for free cigars, free vaca- 
tions, free drinks and other favors. If he is this 
kind of bird, it is not a lunch that corrupts him. 

So we hope Mr. Morris keeps his perspective. 
Government officials, like the countless citizens 
who support the institution of the business lunch 


every working day, are not likely to be made 


any worse or any better by this curious habit. 
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Starvation Wages on the Farm 

A minimum wage of 75 cents an hour for 
farm workers, proposed by the Rev. Theodore 
J. Radtke, of Austin, Tex., would bring to this 
large group the same protection enjoyed by 
other workers covered by the federal minimum 
wage laws. 

Father Radtke, who is executive Setretary of 
the Bishop’s Committee for the Spanish Speak- 
ing People in six Southwestern States, may give 
other factors too little consideration when he 
says that without minimum wage “there is little 
use for other legislation.” But his assertion to a 
Senate Labor subcommittee that a minimum 
wage is essential is borne out by the President’s 
Commission on Migratory Labor. 

There may be reasons why a minimum wage 
should not be imposed on farming at as high a 
level as that set for other branches of employ- 
ment. If there are, and they are allowed to pre- 
vail, they should be exceedingly good ones. But 
there should be no doubt that in the United 


‘States wages should not be allowed, in decency, 


to go as low as they have gone in areas influ- 
enced by migrant Mexican labor, whether im- 
ported legally or illegally. 

Farmers in the Lower Rio Grande Valley ad- 
mitted to the President’s Commission year be- 
fore last that they had been paying field labor- 
ers as little as 15 cents an hour. That is $6 for 
a 40-hour week. A study showed the prevailing 
wage for Mexican laborers was 25 cents an hour. 
With cotton selling at high prices, the picking 
rate was the lowest in some time, $1.25 a hun- 
dred pounds. At that pricé it was calculated the 
average picker might earn as much as $26 for a 
seven-day week. ~ 

As we said when the 75-cent minimum was 
enacted for other groups of workers, $30 a week 
~—which is what that minimum produces in 40 
hours—is no more than $16 was when minimum 
wage was first argued in Congress in 1937 and 
1938. On the same basis the buying power of the 
15 or 25 cents an hour paid to Mexican laborers 


in the Lower Rio Grande Valley would amount —

The revelations of crime on a prodigious 
scale in the ranks of the federal tax col- 
lectors all started because in°:1946 a 
cashier in the n, Del., office of 
the Internal Revenue Bureau misapp ro- 
priated a check. It had been sent in by 
one John J. Williams, a farmer, chicken 
grower and feed merchant in the small 
town of Millsboro. 


This was just one of 500 taxpayers’ ac- 
counts that the cashier was juggling. 
How was he to know 
that this man was 
one of the most de- 
termined, persistent 
and intelligent of in- 
vestigators? Nor 
could he _ possibly 
foresee that this 
small-town merchant 
was soon to become 
a United States Sen- 
ator. 

A few weeks after . 
his election, Senator 
Williams was tipped 
off that he was list- 
ed as a tax delin- 
quent. He knew he 
had paid his taxes and began investigat- 
ing. What started as a mere inquiry as 
to how his account could: go wrong in the 
Wilmington internal revenue office became 
a coast-to-coast hunt for corruption which 
is probably unparalleled in the history of 
Congress. 


A. Complete Political Unknown 


For Senator Williams’ one-man probe 
has had no congressional authorization. It 
has employed no staff of clerks, no law- 
yers, no professional sleuths. It- has not 
cost the taxpayers a cent. It has contin- 
uously been up against the opposition and 
obstructing tactics of Government agencies 
and officials. 

John Williams was one of 11 children 
born on a small farm. He ‘went to work 
after finishing high school, Until 1946 he 
had never run for political office, held 
any party post, attended a party conven- 
tion or made a political speech. 

He got the Republican nominatidn for 
Senator largely because no one else had 
any relish for running against Senator 
James M. Tunnell, a powerful, vote-getting 
Democrat. 

Williams had no campaign manager. He 
spoke on the radio only once, and very 
briefly. 

He set out to talk, face to face, with 
the people of the state wherever he could 
get a of them to listen. Williams 
a tall, t gaunt, shy in manner and 
small ‘of vdiee teeta homespun.

Rearmed Germany Accepted. 


That happened in 1939, when 
to the temporary consternation of 
all the Western Communists, Sta- 
lin made his deal with Hitler. It 
happened again in 1945 when the 
cold war began. | 

It has happened during the past 
week. The Western Communist 
parties, and the satellite Com- 
munist parties as well, have been 
waging a tremendous campaign 
against the rearmament of Ger- 
many and against the return to 
public life of the Nazis. 

Suddenly without notice the 
Soviet Government comes out for 
allowing Germany “to have her 
own national armed forces, 
(ground, air and naval) necessary 
for the country’s defense,” and 
for allowing Germany “to pro- 
duce military supplies and ma- 
teriel,” and for the restoration 
of the civil rights of “all former 
service men of the German army, 
including officers and generals, 
and all former Nazis, except those 
who are serving court sentences 
for crimes they have committed.” 

But there is more to it than 
that. The Soviets are now of- 
fering the German nation every- 
thing that a German nationalist 


could want, except one big thing. | be 


That one big thing is a revision 
of the frontiers established at 
Potsdam. 

All the rest in conceded: Re- 
unification and the removal of 
the iron curtain in the midst of 
Germany, “no restrictions what- 
ever ... in the development of 
her peace economy” and “no re- 
strictions .. . with regard to trade 
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Western powers do not negotiate 
an agreement of the kind that the 
Soviet Government proposes, it 
may negotiate with Germany on 
this one point held in reserve. 

There can be little doubt that 
we are now at the beginning of a 
grand diplomatic campaign. Its 
immediate objective,. almost cer- 
tainly, is to disrupt the integra- 
tion of Western Germany into‘the 
NATO system. Its proximate ob- 
jective, we may suppose, is to pro- 
voke a German movement which 
will tend to draw the continental 
countries towards Germany 
away from the Atlantic Com- 
munity. Its ultimate objective 
would be the renewal of the his- 
toric alliance between Germany 
and Russia. 


Soviets Not Simple-Minded. 


It will require much wisdom, 
and no little sagacity, to deal 
with these developments. For 
while we too have some very 
strong cards, they are not so ob- 
viously strong as those which 
Moscow holds. Our cards are 
harder to play and they require 
more skill, and more flexibility, 
to play them. : 

We shall not be able to play 
them at all, and we shall prob- 
ably find ourselves completely 
outwitted in the end, if we per- 
sist in thinking that the Soviet 
ambition in Germany is to make 
of Germany a Communist state. 
. Our problem in Germany would 
be very simple indeed if the 
Soviets were as simple-minded as 
that. For the Germans are over- 
whelmingly anti-Communist and 
anti-Russian, and if the issue were 
merely ideological, there would 
no serious doubt whatever 
about the outcome. 

But the Soviet purpose is not 
Communism but to draw Germany 
out of the Western orbit and into 
an alliance with . To do 
this the U.S.S.R. is appealing to 
German nationalism, knowing that 
it can offer the German nation- 
alists almost everything they 
want—without giving up anything

Giant 
sycamores, oaks, birches and gums 
interlace themselves over much 
of the water. Stately and tall cy-

The landmarks along the lower 
reaches were named mostly by 
the lumberjacks who floated huge 
rafts of logs to the 
towns where the river and the 
railroad met, and by the early 
market hunters and trappers who 
found this stretch of river and its 
fertile bottom lands a bonanza of 
fish, fur, and game. 

[ss Some Fancy Names. 

| Little Raft Slough was a stop- 
over for rafts of logs when dark- 
ness came, and Devils Elbow was 
a hazardous, swift, trouble-making 
stretch that broke up many a 
raft of logs. Dead Rabbit got its 
name, so the story goes, from 
the fact that some hunter hung 
a rabbit in a tree adjacent to 
the river and its frozen carcass 
remained there all through a 
long, cold winter. Hog Eddy re- 
ceived its name from the fact that 
‘razor backs’ enjoyed the cool, 
marshy ground at the river’s edge 
and could always be found there 
in the hot summer months. Iron 
Gate, Deem’s Eddy and Minork- 
ney Slough are other landmar 
and Little and Big Hunting Sloug 
were named because of a great 
abundance of game that was found 
nearby. , 

In this stretch of water the 
angler will find more Kentucky 
bass than in possibly any other 
given area of water in the state.

Step by step they are forging 
their European fifth columns, 
preparing for any eventuality, 
but still steering clear of any- 
thing which might plunge them 
headiong into a world war for 
which they feel ill-prepared.

In early stages of the planning 
for a German contribution to 
western defense, a number of 
West German trade union leaders 


spoke out in favor of it. Even 


the Socialists, chief opposition to 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer, ap- 
proved with reservations. . 

But a groundswell from the 
ranks of organized labor culmi- 
nated in a formal demand recent- 
ly that the matter of a German 
defense contribution be put to a 


popular vote. The German unity 


campaign was proving a forceful 
one. 

Trade union leaders then be- 
gan trying to crawl off their 
limb. The Socialists, noting the 
trend, are saying that if the res- 
ervations they previously had laid 
down were met the party still 
would be against remilitarization.

HEN Hazel Whitmore arrived in St. Louis the

HAZEL WHITMORE Heaven.” The comedy 
began its run last night and continues through 
Sunday. 

“Nothing has changed,” said the vivacious actress 
as she wandered down the aisle of the theater to 
the stage, empty and garish under strong lights. 
“It's just as it was. I remember going up those 
same stairs to the same offices, and we used to 
have our rehearsals in the upstairs lounge just as 
we did this time.”

SHE STEPPED ‘from the stage door to an alley 
areaway and crossed to the Melbourne Hotel. There 
was a doorman she had known, and he stopped 
her to inquire about the rest of the players he 
remembered. 

“But I'd like to correct one impression St. Louis 
seems to have,” Miss Whitmore said. “Everyone 
thinks I was at the end of my acting career when 
I was here with the Woodward Players. The truth 
is I was just beginning my stage work then—and 
I have never really give it up.” 
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NOW MARRIED to an investment broker, Oscar 
Henderstrom, Miss Whitmore is living in Kansas 
City and taking an active part in the city’s theatri- 
cal activities. She has appeared with the resident 
company and recently has been presenting such 
plays as “State of the Union,” “Light Up the Sky” 
and “O Mistress Mine,” portraying all the roles, 
Her husband, in addition to his -business career, 
is a professional singer, and they have collaborated 
on musical and dramatic programs. 

“We're even booked down in Texas ext season,” 
she said. “I.a~ccompany him at the piano while he 
sings several numbers, then I present the play, and 
he finishes with some more vocal selections.” 

It was, in fact, their common interest in music 
and the theater that brought them together. As a 
member of the Woodward Players which presented 
stock company plays in several cities, Miss Whit- 
more was starring as the little French girl in 
“Buddies” in Kansas City. Hederstrom’s Lions’ 
Club quartet was engaged for the week’s run of 
the play. is 

“He dated very girl in the cast and finally got 
around to mé,” she laughed. “We were married 
secretly and J went on with my stage career.” 
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BORN IN YOKUM, TEX., Hazel moved with her 
parents to Denver when she was a small child and 
was groomed for a musical career as a pianist. 

“But I simply hated it,” she said. “I couldn’t see 
anything but the stage, so they finally let me try it. 
Mr. Woodward was in Denver then and he was 
presenting ‘Kismet,’ starring Otis Skinner. Mother 
and I went down together so I could interview 
Mr. Woodward, and he hired me a dancing girl 
for the Skinner play. 

“But I thought my stage debut had ended before 
it even started. The leading lady was supposed to 
dance before the throne, then prostrate herself. 
We dancing girls slithered backward. across the 
stage and I stepped right on top of the star who 
was lying on the floor. It was an awful moment. 
The audience laughed, of course. But the star came 
to the dressing room after the show and gave me 
a terrible bawling out.”

That' Word “Fathom”

ERE, in Shakespeare’s lines 
H we find “fathom” as a meta- 

phor for depth — borrowed 
from the lexicon of the sea. Ac- 
tually the borrowing is in reverse, 
“fathom” -being a sailor’s term 
originally borrowed from the 
landlubber. 

To define the term as it stands 
today, a “fathom” is a measure 
in. length, and its suggestion to 
the layman of a place at sea so 
many fathoms deep is correct 
enough; the “fathom” is the unit 
of measurement for determining 
the depth of navigable water by 
soundings. It is from this fact, 
of course, that Shakespeare took 
his metaphor, as you and I when 
we allude to ideas which we 
“cannot fathom.” 


But the really -interesting 
aspect of this word is yet to come 
—its origin. “Fathom” derives 
from the Anglo-Saxon “faethm” 
and it means, literally, the em- 
bracing arms! Its imaginative ex-

The King and Queen were 
about to sail on the royal visit 
to South Africa and Elizabeth was 
to accompany thém. There was 
no mention of Prince Philip. Ap- 
parently the plan was that for 
several months the Princess 
should think everything over 
carefully. Of course, as so often 
happens, the old bromide that ab- 


sence make the heart grow fonder © 


again proved true. 

By spring, Philip had become a 
British subject. He was now plain 
Lt. Mountbatten and had re- 
nounced all foreign titles. The 
London Gazette stated: “‘Mount- 
batten, Philip; Greece; serving 
officer in His Majesty’s forces; 16 
Chester street, London, S.W.I. 
twenty-eighth of February 1947. 

The Royal family were in South 
Africa but they were informed of 
the news. Philip’s photographs— 
three of them—were on Princess 
Elizabeth’s dressing tables 
wherever she went. She had 
pasted snapshots of him in the 
family album; she carried a small 
picture of him in her handbag. 

The Royal family came back 
from South Africa and Princess 
Elizabeth was delighted to be in 
London again. She had missed 
her young man_ desperately. 
Philip, now Lt. Mountbatten, was 
once again calling on her quietly 
at the side entrance to Bucking- 
ham Palace but they did not ap- 
pear together in public at theater 
parties. 

However, everything had been 
decided. Greece was no longer 
such a sore spot and the way was 
clear for the King’s consent to 
the royal engagement. The King 
consulted the Dominions and the 
Government and then on Wednes- 
day, July 9, 1947, the Court Cir- 


cular issued from Buckingham | 


Palace said: “It is with the great- 
est pleasure that the King and 
Queen announce the betrothal of 
their dearly beloved daughter, 
the Princess Elizabeth, to Lt. 
Philip Mountbatten, R.N., son of 
the late Prince Andrew of Greece 
and Princess Andrew (Princess 
Alice of Battenberg) to which 
union the King has gladly given 
his consent.” 

Congratulations poured in and 
there was one from the Duke and 
Duchess of Windsor from Antibes 
in the south of France; there was 
elaborate and tiring posing for 
photographers and then the after- 
noon garden party in the drizzle 
where 7000 guests peered at the 
Royal couple. Philip was calm 
and quite sure of himself. He 
moved among the crowd 
poise and ease, | 

That eve there were huge 
crowds outside Buckingham Pal- 
ace shouting “We want the Prin- 
cess. We want Philip.” And onto 
the balcony came Elizabeth in a 
long white dress with Philip at 
her side. The King and Queen 
and Princess Margaret joined 
them. The crowd went wild. 

Philip, of course, was not a rich 
man and he never will be. At the 
time of the engagement he had 
not even a title. But on the eve 
of the wedding Buckingham Pal- 
ace issued this announcement: 
“The King today conferred the 
honor of Knighthood on Lt. Philip

Mountbatten, R.N., and invested 
him with the insignia of a Knight 
Companion of the Most Noble 
Order of the Garter. His Majesty 
has been pleased to authorize the 
use of the prefix His Royal High- 
ness by Lt. Philip Mountbatten, 
R.N., and to approve that the 
dignity of a dukedom of the 
United Kingdom be conferred 
upon him by. the name style and 
title of Baron Greenwich, of 
Greenwich and the County of 
London, Earl of Merioneth and 
Duke of Edinburgh.” 

Philip wears the titles with 
aplomb. They do not bend his 
shoulders. There was a gay bach- 
elor party at the Dorchester Hotel 
the night before the wedding. 

The royal wedding was an event 
which resulted in rejoicing 
throughout the Commonwealth 
and Empire. But it is a pity that 
the royal couple were not granted 
some measure of privacy by the 
insatiable public at the beginning 
of their honeymoon. 

Both Philip and Elizabeth were 
nonpussed by the intrusion of the 
public and they had to curtail the 
first part of their honeymoon at 
Broadlands, the country house of 
the Mountbattens in Hampshire, 
to avoid the attentions of photog- 
raphers and to escape “near mob- 
bing” by thousands of rubber- 
neckers and gawkers who arrived 
by car, bus and bicycle at the 
estate to gape and gaze. 

Elizabeth and Philip were al- 
most besieged at Broadlands. 
Servants -were interviewed, and 
the royal bedchamber was de- 
scribed in detail. When the royal 
couple visited the Abbey church 
thousands of irreverent sightseers 
clambered over the graveyard and 
stood on tombstones to catch a 
glimpse of them. Neither the 
princess nor the duke liked this.

T is my belief that Philip will 

be made Prince Consort fairly 

soon. Prince Albert was 38 and 
had been 17 years married to 
Queen Victoria before, by Royal 
Letters patent, she styled him 
Prince Consort. Albert wrote to 
his brother, “This ought to have 
been done at our wedding.” 

Prince Philip is unlikely to 
have to wait long for the honor 
of Prince Consort. His power, 
of course, is small but his influ- 
ence on the new Queen is con- 
siderable. The Queen reigns but 
within the privacy of their home 
Philip runs his own household. 

Albert once defined his role in 
these words: “The position of

Prince Consort requires that the 
husband should entirely sink his 
own individual existence in that 
of his wife; that he should aim 
at no power by himself or for 
himself; should shun all atten- 
tion, assume no separate respon- 
sibility before the public but 
make his position entirely a part 
of hers, fill up every gap which 
a woman she would natur- 
ally leave in the exercise of 
her regal functions; continually 
and anxiously watch every part 
of the public business in order 
“ be able to advise and assist 
er.” 

Constantly the comparisons are 
made between Philip and Albert. 
And since Queen Elizabeth II 
came to the throne the life and 
record of “Albert the Good” have 
been recalled over and over again, 
and people have said, “Will 
Prince Philip do as outstanding a 
job?” 

I think he will do better. Where 
Prince Albert was melancholy, 
sombre, addicted to philosophy, 
and 12 hours of sleep a night, 
the Duke of Edinburgh is gay, 
lively, alert, overflowing with en- 
ergy and often original, even 
sparkling, in his ideas. 

This is a tall order but Philip 
is equipped to carry it out. The 
Duke of Edinburgh naturally has 
studied the life of Prince Albert 
in great detail. He has carefully 
read all the letters and speeches 
of Albert and has spent long 
nights reading Erskine May’s Par- 
liamentary Practice and scrutiniz- 
ing scores of books on the British 
Constitution. He sits at Queen 
Elizabeth's side sure in his knowl- 
edge of his place and the quailifi- 
cations which hedge it. Philip 
shares the Queen’s life but not 
her crown, 

It is true, of course, that Queen 
Elizabeth II swore to obey at 
the wedding ceremony but like 
Queen Victoria (who also insist- 
ed that the word “obey” be in- 
cluded at her marriage) she will 
obey as a wife but rule as a 
Queen. 

Philip is far more popular at 
the start of the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth than Albert was at the 
beginning of Queen Victoria’s 
reign. There was in fact trouble 
and turmcil over Albert as the 
reign progressed, At one period 
he reached out too much for pow- 


er and influence. In one of his 


numerous letters he wrote: “I am 
only the husband and never the 
master in the house.” He also 
wrote that the young Queen Vic- 
toria was incredibly stubborn, ad- 
dicted to dancing and late hours 
and added, “These are gloomy 
prospects.” 

Philip’s ambition is to lead a 
crusade to put Britain on her in- 
dustrial feet again and overcome 
her chronic economic illnesses. 
He is almost as good a salesman 
as the Duke of Windsor when he 
was the Prince of Wales and the 
golden boy of the British Empire 
and he is certainly much better 
informed on _ scientific matters 
and technical developments than 
the Duke of Windsor. 

Earl Mountbatten has helped 
Philip in this sphere. It was 
Mountbatten who helped to en- 
courage the development of ra- 
dar. Philip’s interest in the labor- 
atory and the testing bench is as 
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great as his uncle’s. He showed 
this in the United States. 

There was no more crowded 
time than the two and a half days 
in Washington after the wearying 
functions and exhausting travel 
in Canada. President Truman was 
the host of the then Princess 
Elizabeth and Philip at a series 
of ceremonies. The Canadian 
Embassy was the host of the roy- 
al couple at another flock of 
functions. Washington newspaper- 
men were also the hosts of Eliza- 
beth and Philip. The royal couple 
had to lay wreaths, visit the Na- 
tional Cathedral, the Library of 
Congress, the Supreme Court of 
the United States, the Capitol 
and the White House. 

But the Duke was determined 
to meet some American scientists. 
He rushed off alone to talk to 
Dr. Detlev Bronk, president of 
the National Academy of Science 
of the United States. Afterwards 
Dr. Bronk said, “I was impressed 
and even surprised by the range 
and sweep of the Prince’s scien- 
tific knowledge.”

Consort will pay a number of 
visits to the United States. The 
Duke of Edinburg is an avid 
traveler. He likes to be on the 
move constantly. He showed his 
energy and restlessness during 
the first few years of marriage. 
He likes to carry out missions 
abroad. In the few short years 
since Elizabeth and he have been 
married -he has visited France, 
called on King Ibn Saud and 
King Farouk during his naval 
service, toured Canada, New- 
foundland, visited Washington 
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“Granny” and the Dowager Queen 
Mary is “Gan-Gan.” Princess 
Margaret is always called ‘“‘Mar- 
go” by the children—never aunt 
or auntie. 

The royal children are not be- 
ing pampered. They are sent out 
in the fresh air as much as pos- 
sible. No definite decision has 
been reached about Prince 
Charles’s career. Queen Elizabeth 
would like him to join the Grena- 
dier Guards but Prince Philip 
wants to see his son enter the 
Navy. They are a happy and de- 
voted family. Both Elizabeth and 
Philip believe in large families, 

The lives of Elizabeth and 
Philip have. been vastly changed 
by the sudden death of the King. 
They will regret having to leave 
the warm friendly modern atmo- 
sphere of Clarence House for the 
regal splendor of Buckingham 
Palace, As the years progress I 
doubt whether the Queen and 
Prince Philip will use extensively 
the famous royal establishments 
such as Windsor, Sandringham 
and Balmoral. This is not the 
age for gigantic castles and huge 
rambling expensive country resi- 
dences. Queen Elizabeth II and 
Prince Philip like simplicity. 

Once the American society 
woman, “Mrs. Cobina Wright, 
asked Philip, “Could either one 
of you cook breakfast if you had 
to?” Philip replied, “Yes, both of 
us could.” 

Mrs. Wright also said, “Do you 
feel that you have the secret or 
recipe for happy marriage and 
home life?” 

Philip replied, “Yes, common 
sense.” 


It is common sense which the 
new Queen and the Duke of Edin- 
burgh possess in abundance. They 
are also blessed with good looks, 
training and the 
deepest devotion to duty.

West opened the heart six. 
South captured East's king and 
promptly returned the heart jack. 
West took the trick and, feeling 
that declarer might be trying to 
get a quick discard on the estab- 
lished heart 10, shifted to a low 
club. This, of course, was very 
satisfactory to South; now he 
could afford to lose two trump 
tricks! 

At the other table the bidding 
took a different tack: 

South West North East 
1N.T. Pass 2N.T. Pass 
3N.T. Pass Pass Pass 

Although it may seem strange 
that South suppressed all men- 
tion of his major suit, the fact 
was that three no-trump was an 
excellent contract. Again, the 
opening lead was the six of 
hearts. South captured East's 
king, crossed to dummy with a 
diamond and took the club 
finesse. West won and, intent on 
maintaining communications with 
his partner, made the sound lead 
of another low heart. This made 
it easy for East, upon winning 
the first spade lead, to return a 
heart and let West run the rest 
of his suit. 

There is some doubt that South 
played this three no-trump con- 
tract to the best advantage. If 
he had led at least one spade 
from the board, before going out 
for the clubs, he could have put 
pees ats up against a blank
